In the early 1970s, the CIA spent more . 
than $150,000 to continue the manufac- 
ture and stockpiling of biological. warfare 
weapons, despite a 1969 executive order 
banning the production of such weapons. 

Evidence gathered by the Church of 
Scientology indicated that the microor- 
ganisms mass produced by the CIA in 
defiance of the presidential order included 
disease producing agents such as B. Abor- 
1 tus and P. Tularensis , whichproduce often.
